TO THE CITIZENS OF MAINE. 


Throughout my entire business life, 
my relations have been so pleasant 
and cordial with the citizens of my 
native state and they have stood by 
me so loyally, that I have ever felt a 
lasting sense of obligation and am al- 
ways pleased when the opportunity 
comes to testify in any degree my ap- 
preciation. 

During the past ten years since I 
established my stable of French Coach 
horses, I have endeavored to assist 
the Maine State Fair by making year- 
ly, large exbibits and participating in 
all the parades, not for premiums, but 
with the sole desire to help and te 
compete. 

Believing firmly in the superiority 
of this stock for the farmers of New 
England, and knowing of the demand 
for just this class of road horses, I 
have sought to encourage breeding 
and assist in selling. Yearly, I have 
made large exhibits at the Maine 
State Fair but always under great 
ditticulties until last year. 

That my horses have won so large 
aper cent. of the premiums simply 
attests their superiority. Every ex- 
cuse has been made for refusing me 
the chance to compete, every obstacle 
placed in the way, and when these 
failed, judges have refused to award 
the premiums rather than do justice 
to my stock. 

Al' this is a matter of record and 
can be shown by the books of the soci- 
ety. Last year, the trustees changed 
the conditions for exhibiting so that 
my half bloods were eligible to all 
classes with others, and I entered a 
large number in order to compete 
with the breeders and owners of trot- 
ting stock, from which I had formerly 
been excluded. 

It seemed to me that my chief de- 
sire was to be satisfied and I have a 
chance finally to meet the steck from 
other stables upon equal grounds and 
contest with them for the honors un- 
der the system of judging established 
years ago by the state society and 
which has continued without change. 

Instead of ‘this, the officers failed 
to provide a judge and the attempt 
was finally made to distribute the 
ribbons and money by the most con- 
venient method. To this I absolute- 
ly refused to be a party. If my stock 
could not be judged in accordance 
with the ru'es of the society, as ad- 
vertised in the premium list, I would 
not consent to any makeshift and the 
fair closed without the horse awards 
being made in these c'asses. 

The one object of all my efforts at 
Elmwood Farm has been the breeding 
of a superior class of road horses. To 
satisfy myself I have sought in every 
way the opportunity to compete in 
open fields, where merit, by the score 
card should be the sole standard. That 
opportunity was first denied me by 
the rules and when these were changed, 
the trustees failed to provide an ex- 
pert and the whole object of exhibiting 
was lost to me. 

Those whose only desire is the dol- 
lar,can now have aclean field, and 
tntil the fact is estabished that I can 
meet any and every breeder of road 
horses in open competition, without 
favoritism, in accordance with the 
published rules, Elmwood Farm stock 
Will not again be seen upon the 
grounds of the Maine State Fair. I 
make this plain statement of facts 
that the reason for the absence 
of my stock may be understood by all 
ind responsibility fall where it right- 
fully belongs.

don’t feel obliged to sleep with one 
eye open during the long winter night 
for fear one will get loose and disem- 
bowel the rest.

The two leading exhibitors of this 
class of stock are R. and C. D. Waugh 
and J. V. Fletcher, both of Starks, 
These men have been in the business 
of breeding Shorthorn stock for more 
than twenty years. Beginning in a 
small way they have been building up 
their herds in both numbers and qual- 
ity, making drafts on other herds for 
new blood and such other animals as 
were needed for the improvement de- 
sired. In this way these herds have 
now reached a high degree of merit. 
Never have they shown so many su- 
perior animals as stand in their stalls 
at the present time. The demand in 
our state is for milking Shorthorns. 
This has not been overlooked in these 
herds as any judge will readily see in 
looking them over. 

At the head of the Waugh herd is 
the bull Meredith Ladd, 4 years, a 
noble animal of 2,000 pounds, anda 
model of the breed. Cow, Viola, 4 
years, is of the popular Scotch line of 
breeding and a cow of marked charac- 
teristics. Though carrying the Cruik- 
shank fleshy condition yet she also 
shows good milking marks. There are 
also two heifers, 3 years, both fine 
animals. Roan Jewell 3d, 2 years, is 
a gem that would ornament any herd. 
Several yearlings and calves make up 
the herd. 

Mr. Fletcher’s herd headed by the 
bull Red Duke, alwaysa winner wher- 


ever shown, bred by Cottrell Bros.,

THE EASTERN FAIR, 


Our notice of the opening day at 
the Eastern Maine Fair was necessar- 
ily brief and fragmentary. Even an 
exhibition does not get into full and 
perfect order on the first day. 

Wednesday, the second day, opened 
fair as usual and the attendance 
throughout the day was large in the 
extreme and must have been gratify- 
ing to the treasury. 

A round among the cattle found, as 
is always the case at our fairs, many 
fine animals on exhibition. In addi- 
tion to the familiar showmen always 


on hand and without whom an ex- 
hibition would be incomplete, there 
are several new owners on the list. 

Polled Angus cattle, or Black Polls 
aS they sometimes are called, have 
never gained much foothold in the 
state. This year we find two herds of 
this breed of 8 head each, all very good 
Hermon specimens of the breed. A. 
J. Kenniston, Simpson’s Corner; 
showed one of these and the other 
was by E. L. Allen, Hermon. These 
men have good foundation stock from 
Which to send out stock that should 
do credit to the state. 

Note before now has been made of 
herds of Holstein stock that have 
been introduced into the vicinity of 
the condensed milk business at New- 
port. One of these showed up at this 
exhibition. W. S. Keene, Palmyra, 
had in the show 16 head of this breed, 
every one a goodone. The bull of 
the herd was an animal well suited 
to our Maine surroundings—not over 
large, weighing 1,800 lbs. and a good 
model. We showed some of this stock 
on the first page last week. 

Ayrshires seem to be on the increase 
in the state; A. W. Hunt, Brunswick, 
has some fine representatives of the 
breed, also J. E. Pember of Levant. 

Jerseys were the strong features of 
the stock classes. Of these the Ken- 
nebec valley s*nt over two good herds, 
one from Grant Farm, Gardiner, 15 
head, and the other by J. F, Buker 
of Bowdoin. The Grant herd were a 
fine bred, even lot of cattle from 
which one could not fail to get a good 
one if he picked with his eyes blinded. 
Mr. Buker’s string no doubt held a 
a good hand in the prize ring. An- 
droscoggin made a mark with the 
Maple Grove herd by F. H. Briggs. 
This herd is running deep into Hood 
Farm blood, through that noble sire, 
Don of Hood Farm, This Jersey class 
would not be complete without a con- 
tribution by C. A. Garland of Ban- 
gor. As usual these did credit to 
Penobscot. Another large herd, 25 
in number, was shown by G. J. Shaw 
from Brigadier’s Island. These were 
all sold at auction at the park on 
Thursday when the purchasers got 
some great bargains.

The fruit substantially all from 
Penobscot county, was remarkably well 
developed for the season and _ perfect. 
The extensive floral show could not 
be overlooked, but can only be further 
noticed in the premium awards. 

A strong feature of the machinery 
show was the gasoline engines in op-

A feature of special importance in 
this part of the show was the Dawson 
acetylene generator and light shown 
by the Goss Company of Lewiston. It 
looks as though kerosene was not long 
to have the monopoly of lighting our 
country homes and the Goss company 
are ready to tell you all about it. 
Another feature of interest was the 
electrical exhibit, and of importance 
as well. Who can tell what this 
power, light and heat has stored 
up waiting for the hand of genius to 
unlock for the welfare of the people. 
Mr. and Mrs. H. A. Wentworth of 
Greene, formerly sojourners in far off 
Alaska, were present with an interest- 
ing exhibit of curios and products il- 
lustrative of life in that hyperborean 
region. They also were prepared and 
ready to give all inquirers informa- 
tion in regard to that country aud 
the outlook it offers. 

A great deal of criticism was heard 
from visitors to the grounds over the 
Midway and its character. The rank 
and file of the people do not endorse 
this modern excrescence as it is being 
grafted in so many cases on to these 
exhibitions and being thrust into the 
faces of the cultured people who other- 
wise would enjoy these annual occa- 
sions. 

This Midway with its brawling 
crowds, its unsightly, disgusting 
sights and immoral influences, in its 
outside features, to say nothing of 
what is suggested of that which may 
be inside the covers, was located where 
every visitor to the grand stand and 
the exhibition must run the gauntlet of 
its disgusting and debasing features. 
The people do not endorse these at- 
tachments, much less do they want 
them forced into their faces. A Chi- 
cago gentleman sejourning in the 
state with his family was loud in ex- 
pressions of disgust, stating that he 
could not induce his wife and lady 
friends to accompany him to the park 
in the face of such attachments. It 
will be recollected that Penobscot Po- 
mona grange had this matter under 
discussion a short time _ since. 
The members of the W. C. T.U. are 
giving the matter attention. 

The attendance at the park was 
large on Wednesday and Thursday. 
A heavy shower on the latter day in- 
terrupted the proceedings at four 
o’clock in the afternoon. Fortunately 
ample slfelter was found for the large 
crowd of visitors left in the enclosure. 
With the sunshine following every- 
body came out dry and smiling. The 
Eastern Fair has been a money earner, 
and we congratulate the officials on 
the financial results. Bangor is a live 
center and the eastern portion of the 
state is loyal to the Queen city. It 
can put up a great fair and fill the 
grounds daily and it has, without 
question the best exhibition building 
in New England outside of Boston, 
Banish the Midway and open a free 
passageway tothe grand stand, un- 
molested by unpleasant sights and dis- 
gusting sounds and no spot can be 
found better equipped in all details 
than Maplewood Park.

The floor of the henhouse should be 
cleaned free from droppings daily, and 
covered with dry earth. Many a 
farmer whose cow stable is cared for 
almost as scrupulously as the good 
wife’s kitchen, allows his hens to wade 
around in dirt without a thought 
that they, too, require care and atten- 
tion. 


Do not neglect the grassless hen 
yard where the fowl are kept all sum- 
mer. The ground should be spaded 
d | UP occasionally *and the filth turned 
under, or scraped off to enrich the 
| pooomesa A hen yard which contains 
untrenched all the filthy deposits of a 
summer, is not conducive to the 
health of its occupants. 


A duck has as good a digestion as a 
New York billy-goat, and can turn al- 
most anything in the way of meat or 


fish refuse to good account in its in- 
ternaleconomy. Its wide mouth seems 
‘| always calling for more, and it is not 
to be satisfied by homeopathic doses 
of anything. No matter what I get 
so long as there is enough of it, seems 
to be the duck’s motto. 

Now is the time to look out for 
weeds about the farm, in the fence 


corners and waste places, for they are 
ripening seeds which the wind will 
broadcast over the fields to 
bring forth an ample harvest an- 
other year. The hens will enjoy pick- 
ing over the weeds if they are cut 
down and thrown into their yard and 
will soon put the seeds beyond the 
power to do harm. 





Chickens must have a variety. No 
one kind of food, however good and 
beneficial in itself can supply all their 
needs for each one lacks something 
which is necessary to the development 
of the chick which may be contained 
in another. For instance, cracked 
corn makes an excellent feed, but can- 
not be used exclusively, as it does not 
make muscle and bone. Cooked meat, 
potatoes or turnips, cabbage cut fine, 
milk, sweet or sour, are all good in 
their way, but must be combined to 
produce successful results. Chickens, 
like their featherless bipeds, thrive 
best on a variety of food. 


Another preventive for hens eating 
their eggs is recommended by the 
Farmers’ Record It lies in the delu- 
sive china nest egg which has caused 
sorrow, wasted time, and blighted 
hopes, to many an ambitious but de- 
luded old hen. This writer assures 
us that if a few of these eggs are left 
lying about the hen house in a care- 
less manner, the egg-eating hens will 
peck at them in vain, and as “all 
coons look alike to them,’’ will soon 
decide that all white, ovoid solids are 
unbreakable. We have always upheld 
the belief that a hen is a fool, but are 
there no limits to her folly? We are 
inclined to skepticism on this point. 





Is* there any foundation for the 
claim that single comb fowl fatten 
more readily than those with a double 
adornment ?—Lowell Weekly Journal. 
No, the style of comb does not deter- 
mine value. Too often we judge su- 
perficially. Because a hen is white or 
black if she be an extra good one, we 
jump at a conclusion. There is a dif- 
ference in breeds but far greater in 
families. Some men develop egg 
production, some size and _ flesh 
and then we judge by the color of the 
bird or style of comb. It is the dom- 
inating influence of a well defined pur- 
pose in the man which develops special 
traits in one direction or another, 
and this is why some succeed in get- 
ting eggs, others poultry and still 
others fail altogether. 





A subscriber writing to Green’s Fruit 
Grower, says: ‘‘We are now feeding 
the chickens beef extract. Extrava- 
gant, I presume, you will say. We 
have discovered that the bone that 
costs but one-half a cent a pound con- 
tains a large amount of extract and 
if we boil the bones and pour this 
upon the feed (feed ¥ oats, ¥ corn, 
% wheat middlings ground by weight) 
we increase the feeding value one- 
half; to make it plain, 100 pounds feed 
and the extract from 20 pounds of 
bones will go as far as 200 pounds of 
feed without the extract, and the 
bones are useful if charred and pound- 
ed, furnishing shell and animal bone. 
Our flock of 100 hens furnishes 20 to 
70 eggs each day and our feed bill, of 
all purchased is less than 15 cents 
each day. We do not feed ex- 
tract alone. Our hens receive hay, 
boiled potatoes, cabbage, sand and

We 
have now increased the number to 
400, and with ample quarters and new 
roosts often, and whitewash and pow- 
dered tobacco, I hope to receive some 
average results.’’ 


Cholera. 


After cholera once breaks out among 
a flock of chickens, it is hard to stay 
its ravages. Here prevention comes 
in once more. Perhaps they have 
been fed too much soft food, or it has 
not been clean, or they have spent the 
nights in a filthy and unventilated 
house. All these things should have 
been looked after before this. But 
now that the mischief is done, medi- 
cine will do but little good. A change 
of diet is sometimes effective. Stop 
the soft food diet and try a coarser 
bill of fare, such as raw wheat, 
crushed sunflower seeds, and occasion- 
ally bits of meat, taking care to under- 
feed rather than the reverse for sev- 
eral days. On this treatment those 
not too far gone will often recover.

Formula Used By Dealers In Preserving 
Eggs. 

Numerous methods of preserving 
eggs are in use. The idea of all of 
them is to keep air out of the eggs, 
as by such absence of oxygen decay can 
be arrested for a considerable length 
of time, especially if the eggs are per- 
fectly fresh at the start and are kept 
ina cool, dark place. The standard 
method most used by speculators and 
dealers is to put eggs in lime water. 
The process is as follows, this recipe 
having been widely sold at $5 under 
pledge of secrecy: Take two gallons 
of water, twelve pounds of unslaked 
lime and four pounds of salt, or in 
that proportion according to the 
quantity of eggs to be preserved. Stir 
several times daily and then let stand 
until the liquid has settled and is per- 
‘ectly clear. Draw or carefully dip 
off the clear liquid, leaving the sedi- 
ment at the bottom. Take for the 
above amount of liquid five ounces 
each of baking soda, cream of tartar, 
saltpeter and borax and an ounce of 
alum. Pulverize and mix these in 
one gallon of boiling water and add 
to the mixture about twenty gallons 
of pure lime water. This will about 
fill a cider barrel. Put the eggs in 
carefully so as not to crack any of the 
shells, letting the water always stand 
an inch above the eggs, which can be 
done by placing a barrel head a littie 
smaller upon them and weighting it. 
This amount of liquid will preserve 
150 dozen of eggs. It isnot necessary 
to wait to get a full barrel or smaller 
package of eggs, but they can be put 
in at any time that they can be ob- 
tained fresh. The same liquid should 
be used only once.—Michigan Trades- 
man.

Select Good Mares. 


Horse breeders in some sections are 
using a cheap, inferior class of mares 


for breeding purposes. They makea 
great mistake by doing so. There is 


but one greater that they can make, 
which is to use cheap stallions such as 
are deficient in those qualities desired 
in the offsprmg, says the Horse Breed- 
er. 

Inferior horses will always be plen- 
ty, and so cheap that it will not pay 
to raise them. Mares lacking in 
merit are as sure to produce that kind 
as water is to run down hill. All 
indications point to a great scarcity 
of good horses in this country within 
the next four five Those 
who succeed in raising such will tind a 
ready sale for them at maturity, and 
at prices l pay a profit for 
raising 

All who have watched the market 
must know that buyers are getting to 
be more and more critical every year. 
They demand first of all that the ani- 
mal be a good individual. Many will 
not be satisfied with anything short 
of a good pedigree, but it is merit 
first, then pedigree, that they are 
looking for. That should be the rule 
in selecting stock for breeding pur- 
poses. 

Accidental injuries do not disquali- 
fy a mare for the harem or a horse for

the stud. The dams of some of the 
most valuable sires that ever lived 
have been cripples. The Charles 


Kent mare, which produced Rysdyk’s 
Hambletonian, was one of them. 
Clara, the dam of Dictator, was an- 
other, and Katy Darling, dam of Alex- 
ander’s Abdallah, another. Sally 
Russell, the grandam of Nutwood 
(2.133, ), was blind, and so was Jessie 
Pepper, the grandam of Estabella, 
that brought $4,600 under the ham- 
mer last week. Pilot Medium, one of 
the best sires of recent times, was a 
cripple. These animals possessed the 
qualities, however, that probably 
made them more valuable for brood 
and stud purposes than any other of 
the soundest and most perfect of their 
time. They were excellent individ- 
uals. No one need hesitate to breed 
even now from such mares as they 
were. To breed from an ordinary an- 
imal that is crippled, blind or suffer- 
ing from any form of hereditary un- 
soundness, however, is the height of 
folly. Better not raise any horses 
than breed from that class. 

Good mares that will bring desirable 
stock can still be bought so low here 
in New England that there is but lit- 
tle excuse for those that are not and 
never have been good individuals. 
Northern and especially Eastern 
b reeders, should be careful to select 
good stock from which to breed. It 
is a serious mistake for any breeder 
to raise inferior stock. It is alsoa 
mistake to raise more than can be fed 
and well cared for properly and kept 
till matured. 

This is especially true of those who 

breed on a small scale. The greatest 
demand today is for animals that are 
fitted for immediate use, and it will 
be soin the future. Very few are 
looking for young stock that bid fair 
to prove race winners among the small 
breeders. When a man has money to 
invest in that kind, he visits some 
noted breeding establishment or goes 
to Kentucky or California, where they 
fit the youngsters for sale by develop- 
ing their speed as yearlings. So many 
have paid high prices in the past for 
promising youngsters that failed to 
prove first-class animals at maturity 
that they now prefer to pay more and 
buy mature ones that have been devel- 
oped enough to show their speed on a 
track when a reliable stop watch is 
kept on them. 
It is better to have one likely ma- 
ture horse to sell, such as the majori- 
ty of dealers and private customers 
want, than to have a barnful of that 
kind which area drug on the mar- 
ket, and that are eating their heads 
off every year. Breed few mares of 
excellent quality to first-class stal- 
lions, feed liberally, take good care of 
the foals, keep them growing until 
matured, have them well broken to 
harness, sell whenever a fair offer is 
and have another growing up 
to take his place is a safe rule for 
small breeders to follow.

No pool selling, no liquor selling, 
no gambling, no midway allowed on 
the grounds of the Maine State Fair 
at Lewiston. President Pompilly not 
only refused to admit but issued 
strict orders to expel if any- 


thing of the kind was found, and 
he and the trustees, not content 
with this, have personally requested 
those interested in a truly representa- 
tive State Fair to be on the watch and 
report the first evidence of the appear- 
ance of anything objectionable. The 
old state society is entrenching itself 
more and more strongly in the hearts 
of the people who believe in a clean, 
straightout exhibition of the stock 
and products of the Pine Tree State. 





It is estimated that $10,000,000 
damage has been done this season to 
land in Colorado and Wyoming by 
forest fires. The loss is not wholly 
on timber, but in many cases immense 
tracts of land covered with young 
growth, which would have been for- 
estsin 10 or 20 years, have been entire- 
ly burned over. The country has been 
rendered unsightly and unattractive 
to tourists or to settlers, and some of 
the popular resorts are almost ruined 
by the injury to the scenery. The 
most painful thing about the whole 
matter is the impossibility of pre- 
venting these great conflagrations. 
The locomotive spark may be re- 
strained by proper legislation, but the 
careless camper and the reckless 
smoker are beyond the reach of any 
known or feasible law. A general 
awakening of conscience on the sub- 
ject is needed. 





What a terrible illustration of the 
farce of prohibition in Maine 1s given 
by that recent tragedy in Verona! 
The father raving in delirium tremens 
from a prolonged debauch, the delicate 
mother exhausted and overcome by 
sleep, and the little golden-haired 
daughter of the family, left to her 
own devices, played with matches and 
died the horrible death by fire. Who 
is responsible? Ask the saloon-keep- 
ers of Bucksport, where the besotted 
father got his liquor. Go farther 
back and ask the town authorities 
who permit these men to continue in 
their nefarious business. Go a step 
farther and ask the judges in our 
courts, who dismiss on any pretext 
the men brought before them for 
liquor selling, and refuse to enforce 
the law. And back of all these,—are 
our own hands free from blood? It is 
public opinion which permits liquor 
selling, and makes possible the thous- 
ands of resultant tragedies. ‘‘Am I 
my brother’s keeper?”’ 





Although capital punishment has 
been abolished in Italy, the villainous 
assassin of King Humbert will not 
thereby escape a reward in some de- 
gree adequate to his crime. The in- 
genious Italians have invented a pun- 
ishment for him to which death 
would be preferable in the minds of 
most people. He will be cond2mned 
to perpetual labor,but before begin- 
ning his toil he will be placed in a cell 
for ten years of solitary confinement. 
He will be chained to the wall; he 
will never see from the depths of his 
cell, a ray of daylight; he will never 
hear the sound of ahuman voice. 
During those ten years of solitude not 
even a priest can visit Bresci, all oc- 
cupation is prohibited, and no printed 
matter of any form ever reaches the 
eyes of the prisoner, who may not 
even talk aloud to himself. This mis- 
erable mortal receives his food through 
a little sliding door without even see- 
ing the person who brings it. His 
pride and glorying .in his foul deed 
will be somewhat chilled by these 
years of solitude. 





New England Fair brings no credit 
to Maine this year, however good the 
stock exhibit may have been. The 
Portland Daily Express summed up 
the situation editorially as follows: 
‘*The New England Fair now in oper- 
ation at Old Orchard makes no pre- 
tence of being an exhibition of the 
agricultural products of New England. 
The man who should come to see 
what New England produces, and 
who believed what he saw, would con- 
clude that the chief industry in this 
corner of the world is the raising of 
gamblers and fakirs, none of whom 
have any part in reputable society. 
The bar room and the various gamb- 
ling devices outstrip even the racing; 
and pool selling, forbidden by the state 
law, but allowed to go on by too in- 
dulgent officials, does not get its share 
of the booty, because there gre so 
many other devices which pick away 
the money of the unwary. The fairs 
ought to furnish examples which the 
farmers who patronize them should 
strive to emulate. Let us earnestly 
hope that none of them will learn 
that lesson at the New England fair 
this week.’’ 





AN ALARMING STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Do the people of Maine, the sober 
minded men and women who fix the 
tone of society realize how rapidly the 
spirit of lawlessness is creeping in to 
public places? Attention has been 
called to the almost universal practice 
of selling pools on the races held in the 
state, but this is laudable compared 
with the open and barefaced games 
allowed to run unmolested. The Port- 
land Press described fakirs’ row at the 
New England fair, Old Orchard, one 
afternoon last week as follows: 

‘*The fakirs have reaped a harvest 
during the fair. They had things all 
their own way and the games have 
been going in full blast. The opera- 
tion of these devices has been a case 
of robbery pure and simple and some 
of the hauls have been large ones. The 
fakirs have been given the best places 
on the grounds fcr plying their trade. 
As soon as the visitor passed the gate 
he was face to face with them. Gam- 
bling is bad enough when the game is 
on the square, but the devices for 
swindling here have with perhaps one 
or two exceptions, been conducted so 
that the victim could not win. Each 
fakir has been surrounded by a flock 
of vultures known to the initiated as 
the cappers, men who masquerade as 
players and by their pretended win- 
nings lure the unsuspicious into the 
games. This afternoon one man— 
and he was a well dressed, intelligent 
appearing man—stood in front of one 
of these games and put into it nearly 
$200. He was seen to make one bet 
of $50. Afterwards he called u 
a deputy sheriff, but he and the dep- 
uty could not find the men who had 
run that icular game, although 
others of the same variety were in 

rogress all around. One young man 

ped $20. He would probably have 





lost more if he had had it. The case 
which excited the most indignation 
was that of an old farmer. He stopped 
in front of one of the tables on which 
the pin game was in progress and 
watched it while the men who were 
playing won large sums. The men 
were cappers, but the old gentleman 
had probably never heard of a capper. 
Finally he ventured a quarter and the 
numbers on the pins, when counted, 
gave a total which was followed by a 
statement by the man running the 
device that bets would be doubled. 
Again the money was doubled and 
again the old man lost his bet. There 
was ten dollars coming to him now 
for a dollar paid in. It did not stop 
there. The money on the table in- 
creased in amount and the old man lis- 
tened to the capper who told him 
that he should stay in the game and 
not lose a chance to win all that money 
beside parting with what he had paid 
in. The victim stayed until all his 
money, some seven or eight dollars, 
has been placed on the table. And 
still the pins would not figure up a 
total that meant success for the old 
gentleman. The capper gave him 50 
cents to pay his fare home and the 
victim wandered away. Another man 
was said to have lost $70 during the 
day and the number who parted with 
amounts ranging all theway from $5 
to $20 was large.’’ 

What excuse. is there for this wan- 
ton disregard of all law? What 
effect can it have save to still further 
demoralize the youth of the state? 
There is no sympathy to be wasted 
on those who lost for they were will- 
ing parties toa lawless practice and 
seeking only to win at a dishonest 
game. A well known Maine man, 
now living in the West, said to the 
writer a few days ago as we listened 
to the insinuating plea of the Mid- 
way. “I have seen on the fair 
grounds of Maine within the past 
year what would not be allowed fora 
moment in any Western state or in 
Texas. I say this with shame for my 
native state.’’ 

Are these things to be allowed when 
the law of the state explicitly pro- 
hibits? Are our agricultural exhibi- 
tions which have been our glory in the 
past to be allowed to degenerate into 
gambling hells and low down liquor 
dives? Weknow these are marked ex- 
ceptions, that the evils are confined to 
a few and do not extend over the 
many, but the evil is present and if 
not checked will lift its venomous 
head in other places and for the sake 
of present revenue be allowed to blight 
the thought and blast the purity of 
our young as well as demoralize the 
adults who pass under its influence. 
Better that every gate be closed 


than thgt this evil increase. It has 
come through the influence of the 


New England Fair, and the desire for 
more revenue is blinding the judg- 
ment to the lasting effects of so great 
an evil. It must be checked else it 
surely will increase for what one so- 
ciety does another seems forced to 
adopt in order to hold public atten- 
tion. 'The assumption that this ‘‘free 
and easy’’ policy is necessary to pay 
expenses is false. The people of Maine 
endure, not approve, but continue the 
policy and a vitiated taste is sure to 
result. If Maine is to preserve 
its agriculture it must be by 
strengthening its agricultural senti- 
ment and this can never be hoped 
for while pool selling, gambling 
and liquor selling are permitted upon 
the fair grounds. A few years ago 
while Secretary of the State Fair the 
writer was approached by a well 
known party and requested ‘‘to offér 
the trustees $2,500, for the use of one 
section under the grand stand during 
the State Fair, the officers to place a 
police officer to preserve order, and 
keep away themselves.’’ This was for 
the tub game, and Col. Jerrard’s an- 
swer was characteristic of the man. 
‘Not for $2,500, or $25,000, will I ad- 
mit a gambling device to the State 
Fair grounds while President of the 
Society.’? The same high standard 
is the rule today, and President Pom- 
pilly as exacting as his predecessors. 

Our fair grounds must not be per- 
mitted to become midway exhibits, 
gambling places, or liquor dens. Bet- 
ter by far close them entirely and lose 
the benefits of competition and exhi- 
bition. That these evils are restrict- 
ed to a few sections is to the credit of 
Maine and the lesson of today is that 
there shall be no further advance in 
this direction and on every fair ground 
good order, cleanliness, healthy enter- 
tainment and freedom from flagrant 
evils be the rule of the future.

Next Monday occurs our state elec- 
tion and while the Farmer has noth- 


ing to do with parties it does urge 
‘upon every voter the importance of a 
more active interest in political ques- 
tions and above all the exercise of 
the right of suffrage. It is a priv- 
ilege to be allowed to vote according 
to one’s conviction, a privilege not ac- 
corded in all parts of our country, but 
it is more than that, it isa duty not 
to be neglected. 

Vital questions are in the balance, 
and good politics demand of each and 
every voter that he exercise his right 
of suffrage and cast his ballot for men 
and principles which to him seem just 
and right.

C. P. Woodbury, shows a herd of 9 
head. A fine bull 1 year old is from 
the well known herd of G. F. Dole, 
Shelburne, Mass. His weight is 1,200 
Ibs. and still under two years of age. 
These cows and a lot of heifers make 
up the herd. 

G. W. Maxim, No. Anson, is a new 
competitor in the Shorthorn class with 
@ bull and heifer, large, heavy, good 
looking stock. Mr. Maxim states that 
he has had more calls for stock during 
the past six months than for years. 


Oxen and Steers. 

It is among the oxen, and steers 
that the real meat-making merit of a 
breed or class of cattle is to be seen. 
Here is where important lessons may 
be learned. Of course such results in 
growth development and fat or flesh 
are not reached without forcing. But 
here is a chance to see what can be 
done, what development may be 
reached by skilled feeding. There is 
as much in feeding as in breeding, 
and the best blood, valuable in itself, 
must be supplemented by skill in the 
matter of handling. Here is an ex- 
hibition of what breed, feed and care 
combined can do in the building up 
of cattle designed for the shambles. 
Our fairs show advancement each 
succeeding year in this work, and no 
doubt the end is not yet, the improve- 
ment of the past year being very no- 
ticeable. 

In barn No. 4, which was given up 
to oxen and steers, there is an array 
of stock which will please the eye of 
any cattle fancier. S. Tracy of W. 
Falmouth, heads the list of exhibitors 
in this department, having the largest 
number of head entered. In his team 
are 1 pair 6-year-old Durhams weigh- 
ing 4,000 lbs.; 1 pair white-faced 
Herefords weight, 3,700; 1 pair 4-year- 
old Durhams, twins, weight, 3,400; 
lL pair 4-year-old Herefords, weight, 
3,200; 3 pairs grade Herefords, aver- 
age weight, 3,300; 1 pair 2-year-olds, 
weight, 3,300, girth, 7 ft. 5 in.; 1 
pair {2-year-olds, weight, 2,700. Mr. 
Tracy evidently knows how to breed 
good cattle and feed for condition. J. 
W. Clough, of Hallowell, one of the 
veterans, has 5 pair of fine Herefords. 
Two pair of these are 5-year-olds and 
weigh 4,000 Ibs. each and girth 7 ft. 
11 in., and 7 ft. 10in. The other 
three pair are 4 years old, weigh 3,600 
lbs., and girth 7 ft. 6 inches. 

Chas. Moody of Leeds Junction, has 
four head of nice oxen,l pair Dur- 
hams, 1 pair Herefords. 

Edmund C. Harlow, Richmond, is 
present with two pair of Herefords, 
1 pair weighing 2,254 lbs., witha 
girth of 6 ft. 7 in., while the others 
measure 6 ft. 

Carlton Manter of New Sharon, 
shows a good pair of yearling Here- 
ords, girth 6 ft. 

A. G. Mason of New Sharon, has 
a pair of Hereford calves, 10 months 
old and measuring 5 ft. 6 in. 

Leon McLaughlin, Starks, exhibits 
a pair of Durhams having a girth of 
6 ft. 9 in. 

An Athens man, Jacob Gardner, 
shows an excellent pair of grade Here- 
ford yearlings which measure 6 ft. 

Walter Hilton of Starks, has a pair 
of 9--months-old Hereford calyes, 
girth 5 ft. 4 in. 

T. G. Hilton, Anson, shows two 
pair of Herefords, 1 pair measuring 6 
ft. 11 in.; the others, yearlings hav- 
ing a girth of 6 ft. 

Leslie Stevens, Turner Center, 
shows a pair of 3-year-old Durhams, 
girth 6 ft. 4 in. 

J.J. Mann, Leeds Junction, has a 
fine pair of 3-year-old star Durhams, 
measuring 7 ft. 

There are 6 pair of gr@ie Here- 
ford 3-year-olds which belong to C. 
K. Paige of Livermore, and measure 6 
ft. 10 inches or thereabouts. 

Near by isa pair of Durham year- 
lings measuring 6 ft. 5 in., and be- 
longing to W. H. Maxwell, Greene. 

Of all the oxen in shed No. 4, there 
are none more noticeable than the 
very large ones owned by J. T. Ham- 
ilton, Scarboro. He has 3 yoke, all 
Durhams, one pair weighing 4,500 
Ibs. and having a girth of 7 ft. 10 in. 
The other 2 pair weigh 3,200 and 
3,800 lbs., and measure 6 ft. 7 in. and 
7 ft. 6 in., respectively. | 

Just beyond these is a pair of Dur- 
hams belonging to O. F. Deering, No. 
Buxton, and with a girth of 7ft. 4 in., 
and weighing 3,700, and a splendid 
— of coal black Holsteins, measur- 
ng just 8 ft. and tipping the scales 
at 4,200. 

Besides the splendid exhibition of 





stock in this building there are also 
many fine oxen and steers scattered 
about among the cattle in the sheds. 
Prominent among these are 7 pair, all 
full blood Herefords, belonging to the

L. H. Maxim, Sumner, is the vet- 
eran Devon breeder and his stock is 
always in fine shape. It is so this year 
with his 9 head. 

Geo. G. Gilman, Solon, has 12 fine 
Devons and when the ribbons are dis- 
tributed will get his share. It isa 
pleasure to note the increased atten- 
tion paid this breed of cattle. 

The Red Polled are here and they 
are pictures. Mr. R. Z. Herrick, of 
Herrick Farm, Orono, brings 13 of his 
herd to show the progress made in 
developing an all round cow for the 
farmer of New England. An exam- 
ination of his stock will satisfy of 
merit and adaptability to the wants 
of the state. It will well when 
their numbers increase.

PAINT TALKS XXXII. 


When a man persistently insists on 
one kind of material and virulently 
denounces everything else, it is wise 
for interested people to look behind 
the language for the motive. Manu- 
facturers of heavy pigments which 
require very little oil to make them 
into paint, violently denounce as adul- 
teration the addition of any other 
pigment and especially of pigments 
that weigh less, bulk for bulk, 
and require more oil. Such ad- 
ditions, itis urged are fraudulent and 
are ruinous to morals and the pocket- 
book. 

Zinc white in an ordinary white 
paint, for example, increases the bulk 
per pound anywhere from fifteen to 
fifty per. cent. according to the pro- 
portion used and increases the relative 
ratio of oil to pigment correspond- 
ingly. It is here not only the quan- 
tity of heavier pigment displaced by 
the zinc white, but also the increased 
proportion of oil that counts entirely 
against the heavy pigment. Perha 
that fact may have something to do 
with the violence of the objection, 
which may not be entirely unnatural. 
From the consumer’s point of view, 
however, the question wears a dif- 
ferent aspect. If of two paints 
equally good and costing the same 
price per pound, a pound of one 
measures a gill while a pound of the 
other gives hima full pint of paint, 
it is easy to see that the latter costs 
him really only one half the price of 
the other. 

Outside the fact that it adds to the 
beauty and durability of paints, this 
is the chief factor in the popularity 
of zinc white paints; they are usually 
somewhat cheaper per pound than 
other white or tinted paints; but 
on the basis of bulk, which is the only 
true measure of relative cost, they 
are at least fifty per cent.cheaper.
